Although, if is true, there 

always exists a large amount of dis- 

i amongst the poorer deaf and 

dumb, it is equally true that there 

arc many deaf-mutes iii reoeipt of 

very comfortable incomes. 

There is one deaf and dumb gentle- 
man who'has, until lately, occupied a 
very high position at the Admiralty, 

ami betides being in receipt of the 

acceptable Ka.lary of a. thousand a 
year, had thirty clerks under him. 

This gentleman was in the Govern- 
ment employ lor forty years, and (lis 
played such striking talents and in- 
dustry that he was justly considered 

One 01 the most, valuable servants the 
Admiralty possessed. 

There are several deaf and dumb 
artists, whose works are often to bo 
found at the Royal Academy. One 
of these especially is a \ cry line sea 
painter, whilst another makes his six 
ty pounds for a portrait executed in 

a very small space of time. 

Whilst it cannot be said that then 1 
are any deaf and dumb doctors, or, 
for the matter of that, any pro 
sional men so afflicted, one of the 

biggest lea merchants in the pro* 

vi nc.cn has lost, the power of speech 

and bearing, but- nevertheless con- 
ducts his own business. In America 
there is a deaf and dumb solicitor in 
a comfortable way of business, w ho 
lias little or no difficulty in coping 
with thi' difficulties of bit clients. 
America has also produced two deaf 
ami dumb editors, who arc daily to 
be found in their sancl urns, and who 
are randy worried by poets ; al 
Clergyman, fully ordained, who is 
Unable to speak or hear. 

In Wales there is deaf and dumb 
watchmaker, who reckons to be 
able to repair the most in 
tHoate watch in the world. lie 
lives entirely by himself, buys his 
own food and makes his own lied. 
Customers make known their pi 
ence, when tin' watchmaker is not in 

his shop, by the following method.

Hell does, that most if not all the 
deaf will olingto (he idea, "I am a 
poor unfortunate deaf-mute ; some 
body will lake care of me." I fancy 
that 1 have had more experience 
alone; the line of urging the deaf to 
self-reliance than some wdio write 
very glibly about " a very great 
calamity" and "a grave misfor- 
tune." ' If Dr. Gallaudet and Dr. 
Hell would get down from their high 
horses, and labor for a few years in 
daily intercourse xvith all classes and 

grades of deaf-mutes, possibly they 
might have a better appreciation of 
Some difficulties encountered by the 
workers among the dull as well as 
the bright. 

With reference to " the calamity of 
having B <leaf ami dumb child," 
baring so often heard the tale of SO*- 

row(unneoeseary, as 1 believe, but 

nevertheless real) of parents, I do 
not xvish to speak further than to say 

that with (Jen. Benjamin P. Butler 

declaring (he deaf-mute is only half 
a max ; 'President If . Gallaudet pro- 
claiming deafness, always in spite of 
school and college education, a grave 
misfortune ; and Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell understood to be 

advocating measures looking to the 
elimination of the deaf from sooiety, 
il is no wonder that the iron 
enters the soul of the parent of such 
B child, and that he is tilled with dis- 
appointment, and ( 1 blush to write) 
sometimes, as I have known, with 
shame. That deafness is primarily a 
calamity, I distinctly asserted in my 
article in Scitncr Oct, 81 ; but 1 am 
happy to knOW thai educational skill 

and energy in the evening of the 

nineteenth century is abreast with 
human progress in other lines, and 
has immensely mitigated the mis 
fortunes tlesh is heir to, so that we 
are not obliged to hold on to the 
.nomenclature of a bygone age when 
we speak of the deaf, any more than 
We are to repudiate the railroad, the 

telegraph, the te l e phone , and cling to 
id stage eoaeh ami post-boy. 
N,, one can contemplate the present 
, of society without feelings of 
pride and grut itioation on many 
accounts, but to my mind there is no 
more powe rf ul exponent of the 
advanced civilization of this age than 
found in its educational ami hu- 
manitarian measures. The education 
of the deaf is by no means the least 
of these. Indeed, it may well lay 
claim to the pre-eminence. Out of It 
have come some of the best methods 
of teaching that have been ingrafted 
upon the public-school system. It 
was the first of all he great hiimani- 
tarian enterprises, and opened the 

n the hearts of the people for 
thai philanthropy that has reached 
the insane, the blind, the feeble- 
minded, and, it is hoped, will 
the epileptic. No on. 
too highly appreciate the change 
in the condition of the deaf. 
Others may think differently, and 

Singly estimate their 
They are welcome to all the com- 
fort resulting from their view, but 
I thus estimate my work. It is 
poor comfort to a parent to bo told, 
that, after all that can possibly he 



done for his deaf child, his misfor- 
tune will be a grave misfortune still. 
Deliver me from further lacerating 
the heart already torn. It suits me 
far better to send abeam of hope and

When criminals and paupers are ex- 
terminated, it will be time enough to 
take in hand honest people who are 
handicapped by mere physical de- 
fects. I would gladly, if I could, 
say to every parent that a deaf child 
in'a family may be as cunning and 
lovely, and as much "a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever," if lie is 
properly trained and treated, as the 

child xvho hears. Superintendents 

are often consulted as to the care of 
deaf children, bet them be careful 
not to make of such a consultation a 
quasi-coroner's inquest . 

Dr. Gallaudet says the deaf xvill 
not allow me to compare their mis- 
fortune xvith baldness. If 1 have 
done the deaf any discourtesy by the 
allusion, which xvas not a comparison 
of the extent -of their inconvenience, 
but xvas merely a citation of a class 
of persons who have a physical de- 
fect, 1 am willing to make due 
apology. Par be it from me to 
speak disrespectfully of the bald, 
xvhom 1 have held in the highest 
reverence since, when a child, I 
heard the story of the naughty boys, 
the bald-headed man, and the bears. 
I apprehended, xvhen I made the 
allusion, that I should hear the growl 
of bears, but I did not expect that 
the first one WOUld come prancing out 
of the office of a college president. 
Dr. Hell is disturbed by the qualifica- 
tion " in fly-lime.'' I am Willing to 

withdraw the "in fly-time, and 
leave the statement without qualifica- 
tion ; for I believe that more suffer- 
ing has resulted from insufficient 
head-covering in the way of catarrh, 
resulting in phthais, pneumonia, la 

grippe, etc., than from deafness. Dr. 
Hell counts the cost of the deaf-mute 
to society : but what immense outlay 
has ensued from the above diseases 
in the way of medical attendance and 
supplies, and nursing, to say nothing 
of disorganized families, mourning 
and funeral expenses ! Would that 
some scientist would organize a 
crusade against the intermarris 

the bald, for bahlness is surely here- 
ditary. A bald variety of the hu- 
man race xvouhl be dreadful. 

There is another fruitful field of 
benevolence open lo an apostle of 
altruism. Carious teeth arc an 
hereditary physical defect that has 
cost many times more suffering and 
financial outlay than deafness. Let 
some one anxious for the comfort of 
future generations expand a little 
energy here. I see no reason xvhy, 
among the many sufferers from va- 
rious physical defects, the deaf alone 
should be restricted in the exercise of 
preference in the most sacred of all 
human relations — the marriage rela- 
tion — either by legal enactment or 

public opinion, xvhich has almost the 
force of laxv. It is gratifying to 
know that Dr. Hell now distinctly 
BVOWa thai neither "he nor any one 
else proposes to inflet this cruelty" 
legal enactment. I believe he 
never diil : but the trend of much lie 
has said has been in thai direction, 
and his interviewers have been 
singularly unfortunate in misappre- 
hending him. Others have ad x oca ted 
il, and have fortitied their position by 

quoting statements of Dr. Hell. Dr. 
Hell has the tender, sympathetic 

heart of a humane man, and a sincere 

interest in the deaf, and xvould not 
intentionally xvound one of them ; 
but I am persuaded that he has 
caused pain that he little thought of, 
both to the deaf and to theit 
tives and friends. 

Manx years before Dr. Ball a ppe ar ' 

cd on the arena of deaf-mute xvork, 
there xvas in the minds of many 
people a prejudice against the mar- 
riage of parties in xvhom the liability 
to produce deaf offspring existed. 

Thirty-two years ago, being xvith a 

party of deaf mutes m an important 
i northern Illinois, 1 remember 
imminent gentleman in active 
business inveighing against such 
persons. In vain I endeavored to 
shoxv him the mistake of his viexv.

Mx 
advice to them is to contract mar- 
riage just as others do, xvith whomso- 
ever they And that compatibility that 
insures a happy marriage, as a truly 
felicitous union is not chiefly de- 
pendent on physieial conditions, 
insisting only that they be sure of a 
competence which xvill insure com- 
fort. I think the most important 
caution for them is to bexvare of un- 
due haste. One of their inalienable 
rights, as of others, is the pursuit of 
happiness ; and I know of no better 
way of its pursuit than in a eon- 
genial conjugal relation. I should ex- 
peel, as Dr. Hell 'Iocs, a larger 
eentage of deaf births from 
parentage than exists in society al 
large ; but this is not because the 
parents are deaf, but because they 
belong to families in which the 
tendency to deafness inheres, other 
members of xvhich are as likely to 
have deaf offspring as the ileal' them- 
selves, and xvho in fael do more 
frequently have such children, as is 
shown by the far greater number of 
other relationships to 1 In- deaf than 
of parent and child. If it is improper 
for the deaf to marry, it is as much 
so for their relatives to enter xved- 

lock. In the year 1886 1 made a com- 
putation of the deaf relationships to 
my then present and former pupils, 
numbering 1,888, xvhich showed, that, 
while thirteen of them had deaf per- 
parents (the parents of only one were 
eongeiiitally deaf), there xvere 1,909 
other relationships, as brothers, 
sisters, uncles, aunts, cousins, etc. 

1 am sorry that Dr. Hell (Science, 
Dee. I'll) considers this question from 
the low plane of mercenary considera- 
tions. "Two hundred dollars a 
head" feems to him a terrible outlay 
for the deaf, while the per c<r/>il<r for 
hearing persons is but twenty dollars 
SMI* annum. There is a glaring 
fallacy in this comparison. The two 
hundred dollars charged to the deaf 
pays for his entire instruction and 
support, xvhich is done for his hear- 
ing fellows in the home, the church, 
the school, the mart, the shop, the 
social circle, the lecture, and on the 
round. Will Dr. Hell say that 
all this costs the hearing youth only 



I think it qmte probable that different 
Conclusions xvould be arrived at from 

the study of pupils m other institu- 
tions, and that probably they would 
agree in no two or three groups of 

deaf-mutes, or of pupils of the same 

institution in different decades and 
quarter-centuries, owing to the preva- 
lence of different diseases that cause 
deafness, and the variance in their 
virulence at different times. 

Dr. Hell repeats my interrogatory, 
" Shut out from church privileges, as 
preaching of the Word, prayer-meet - 
socinls, receptions, lectures, 
concerts, parties, what remains to 
them of all that makes life pleasur- 
able lo u The question is easy of 
answer. There is open to them a 
world of beauty and grandeur, full 
of fragrance and loveliness, the trea- 
sures of literature and art, xvhich they 
may appreciate as highly, and enjoy 
as intensely, as those who hear.

Of twei 
three of these couples, all the chil-

ples, one child could hear and one is

Hut I have had other pupils whose 
parents, though deaf, wire educated 

n here. Txv<» sisters born deaf 
xvere children of a deaf father and 
bearing mother. Two brothers— 
eongeiiitally and one adventitiously 
deaf— xvere the children of deaf 
parents ; but whether the pan 
were eongcnitally or adventitiously 
deat. I have been unable to learn. 
One boy xvas adventitiously deaf 
Whose father was deaf, but of wl 
mother I have no information. 

The foregoing may be tabulated as

There are many needy and distressed 
to whom they can minister, receiving 
therefrom the highest satisfaction 
known to mortal man. Most of that 
xvhich makes life noble and worth liv- 
ingia still attainable to them, if they 
improve their opportnnitie 

I regret that my knowledge of the 
past school-life oi' my pupils is not 
more complete than it is, and also 
that in my earlier experience 1 did 
not secure more exact statistics. 
Sometimes it is extremely difficult to 
obtain the precise information desired. 
Occasionally positive refusals to give 
it are encountered. The vital statis- 
athered at institutions for the 
deaf are usually taken from an educa- 
tional standpoint, ami consequently 
some deaf children who lost hearing 
very young are classed and recorded 
as eongcnitally deaf. For education- 
al purposes this classification is verj 
well ; but for biological and anthro- 
pological study such statistics are 
tive, and cause confusion. For 
the study of heredity they are mis- 
leading. I am persuaded that we are 
far from having an accurate know- 
ledge of some of the primal causes of 
deafness. One quite prolific cause 
has been entirely overlooked, owing 
to the delicacy of the subject, and the 
difficulty of acquiring correct inform 
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twentx years a year V I trow not . al ion in such eases. Il could be ap-

If he thinks it will, let him ask some 
patrons of Yassar, Wellesley, the 
Pennsylvania Training School, or 
Mount Vernon Seminary, near his 
home, Ot any other respectable 
academy xvherc youth are entertained 
and educated, and this illusion will 
soon be dispelled.

Dr. Hell's figuring in the same 
number ot I most surpris- 

ing feat of mathematical gymnastics. 
1 should be sorry to think that all of 
his calculations and conclusions xvere 
as baseless at this. Quoting tux 
statement that " not txvo per cent of 
the deaf are children of deaf parents." 
he immediate!] proceeds to speak ot 
" Dr. Gillett's two per cent." and re- 
presents me as affirming xvhat I expli- 
citly denied. He might as xvell have 
ired on fixe or tenor txvontyper 
cent, so far as any thing 1 have said 
is concerned, and xvould have evoWed 
a much more imposing .lack o' lan- 
tern. Having a false premise, his 
calculations even if 

amusing. Unfortunately, many por- 
ing them over his great name 
xvill be deceived by them.
